LOTTERIES. 
GHEIR STATUS TO BE LOOKED INTO BY THE 
POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

WasmN GTO, D. C., June 27.—[Special.] — 
Postmaster-General Gresham has deeided to 
consider the relation of the lotteries to the 
mails in view of complaints which have been 
made by some lottery companies of discrimi- 
nation in favor of the Louisiana. The Post- 
master-General will probably go further 
than the question presented by these com- 
plaints. He will examine the whole subject 
of the execution of the laws relating to lot- 
teries. The Post-Office Department has not 
pursued a uniform course with reference to 
these companies. It has never done what a 
good many religious people desire to have 
it do—seek to protect the morals of 
the community by straining the law against 
lotteries. Mr. Maynard was more zealous in 
this particular. The question which is now 
to be decided is whether the Post-Office De- 
partment can furnish the security of the ceg- 
istry and money-order system to the lottery 
companies. It has been held that lottery 
companies had as much — as any other 
companies to the use of mails, provided 
that they could show that their schemes were 
not fraudulent. In 1880 Judge Key issued 
an order suspending the delivery of 
thé mails to the Louisiana Lottery Com- 
pany. Thecompany brought suit; case 
was tried in the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and the judgment was in 
favor of the Postmaster-General.

THE RECEIPTS UNDER THE NEW LAW.

KANSAS. 
OBSERVATIONS ALONG THE ATCHISON, ro- 
PEKA & SANTA FE ROAD. 

Bunt. x rox. Ia., June 26.—(Special.}—I 
have just ended a trip through Kansas and a 
portion ot Iowa, extending ten days, and 
during that time closely observed the condi- 
tion of the crops. Coming east on the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad, the vast 
plains in the western part of the State begin 
toshow “pay dirt” in the shape of culti- 
vated spots at irregular intervals about the 
time the traveler leaves Kinsley. These 
straggling farms, nearly all of them in culti- 
vation for the first time this year, increase 
rapidly in number as we come eastward, and 
at Great Bend the barren plains vanish and 
the fields run together in unbroken seas of 
golden wheat and waving corn. All kinds 
of growing grain in Kansas is very far ahead 
of that in Towa and Illinois in size 
and condition. Corn is above “ knee- 
high” on an average, and is un- 
usually clean. The abundant rain 
which has proved so disastrous to crops in 
Iowa and IIlinois seems to have proved a 
blessing in the sandy ‘soil of Kansas, and 
everything in the way of vegetation out there 
is just humping itself,” and if no bad luck 
strikes the ‘farmers of that State they will 
harvest immense crops of all kinds. 

RENO AND SEDGWICK COUNTIES. 

At Hutchinson I left the train to accepta 
long-standing invitation to visit an old farm- 
er friend who lived “only afew miles back 
ot town,” which proved to be fully forty. 
During that drive of forty miles through 
Reno and Sedgwick Counties I saw more 
good wheat and corn than I saw later 
in a day’s travel through Eastern Ne- 
braska and lowa—wheatfields a mile 
long, high as a man's shoulder. level as the 
lake on a calm day, and bending and sway- 
ing with the weight of long, well tilied 
heads; cornfields 300 and 400 acres big, and 
here and there bright gray spots of oats just 
turning into bloom. At every farm-house 
there are groves of maple and walnut — 
and young orchards are seen on every h 
—thrifty and vigorous-looking apple and 
peach trees mostly. An encouraging sign 
of the dawning prosperity of the long-suf- 
fering farmers ofthis section of Kansas are 
the numereus cribs of old corn scattered 
about. in some places thousands of bushels 
are piled up in eribs or graperies, waiting 
until prices suit the holders, or to 
be fed next winter to the herds 
of cattle now grazing on the rich 
and luxuriant Krass. Our driver, 
a sage individual of varied experience, 
pointed with his whip to a big shed, under 
which were filed several thousands ot bush- 
els of shelled corn in bags, and remarked 
drily: “ When the farmers can afford to hold 
onto their corn like that, you can bet yer life 
they are gittin’ ther.” 

The best crops were seen in wick 
County, in the vicinity of Garden Plains. 
More ing coin never was seen there 
at this season of the year, and wheat, al- 
though less in acreage than last y is 
thick on the field and heavy in head. is 
locality is claimed as the original and only 
se den spot” of the State, and | am in- 
clined to believe its claims can be success- 
fully backed up by its products. 

COTTONWOOD VALLEY. 

From this place to Wichita, a distance of 
twenty-five miles, and thence to Newton and 
rough the great Cottonwood Valley to the 
State W of all kinds look exceed ing - 
ly well. The Cottonwood Valley, the most 
beautiful portion of Kansas at ail times, is 
just now unusually lovely and luxuriant. No 
prettier farms can be seen than many of 
those scattered tnrough this great valley, 
and comfortable and good-look farm- 
houses and big red barns, whose bulging 
contents crowd out at door and window, give 
solid evidence of prosperity. 

ATCHISON COUNTY. 

ATCHISON, Kas., June 27.—[Special.]—The 
wheat harvest has commen in this section 
where the groundis not too wet from re- 
cent rains. Farmers all express their opin-

A NEW YORK ANDERSONVILLE 


Serious Charges Against the Manage- 
ment of the Soldiers’ Home at 
Bath, N. Y.—Alleged 
Cruel Treatment. 


BurFraLo, N. I., June 27.—{Special.]— 
There is much excitement among members 
ofthe Grand Army of the Republic in West- 
ern New York over the charges of terrible 
cruelties perpetrated in the State Soldiers’ 
Home at Bath, near here, where 500 veterans 
are provided with refuge. Trouble has been 
brewing tor two years, but until withina 
few days the matter was kept quiet. Tne 
Trustees have now ordered an official inves- 
tigation for July 10 and adopted a novel 
mode of advertising for charges. The Grand 
Army begins its annual encampment at Bath 
tomorrow, and the Buffalo veterans are go- 
ing to make an investigation of 
their own with a view to 
laying the matter before Gov. Cleveland. 
Trustee Wheeler said to a TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent: Complaints have been made 
for a long time, until the Trustees have been 
forced to investigate, but I fear it will be a 
farce. The management is very bad. Old 
soldiers have been shamefully abused, and 
have not dared to say anything, because they 
would be forced to leave the home if found 
out.“ 

Mr. Wheeler went on to cite particular 
cases, but the story can best be given in the 
sworn statements of witnesses who will be 
called to substantiate the charges. 

SERIOUS CHARGES. 

The Rev. John Cowan, a preacher at North 
Cameron, who was Chaplain in the Sixth 
Artillery, and is aninmate of the home, says 
under oath: June A Emery called me into 
his office and asked me to sign a paper that 
had been prepared by two of the Trustees of 
the home stating that the inmates had been 
all. well treated and had all they wished to 
eat, and that Gen. Pitcher was a good and 
faithful officer of the home. The signing of 
the paper was for the purpose of ex- 
onerating the managers and officers 
of the home I informed Sergt 
Emery that I could not sign 
the paper, because I knéw it was not true. 
The Sergeant in an angry manner informed 
me that | knew well the result of refusal, 
and added: ‘I will report you to Capt. 
Gainesvoort, who will discharge you.’ While 
in the office of the Sergeant an inmate 
named Craig came in. —— is crazy, and 
some months ago he believed it was his duty 
to starve himself to death. The Sergeant 
deceived this poor man, and, by the same kind 
of éhreats which he made against me, ob- 
tained the signature of the lunatic.” 

STATEMENTS OF INMATES. 

James Turner, an inmate, testifies: “I 
was acquainted with the late Philip Tuttle, 
who was ordered out to pick stone April . 
I stood on the porch and heard Tuttle com- 
plain that he was unwell—unable to walk— 
and he begged to be excused from work, 
stating he was tooill and could not labor, 
but he was compelled to | despite his pro- 
tests. When I returned from the village he 
had ended his work and was taken to the 
hospital, where he died next morning.’’

eath. 

Arthur Stewart being sworn deposed: 
„The officers, from the Superintendent and 
Adjutant to the lowest having authority, are 
rough and rude in their treatment of the 
men, and the Sergeants miss no oceasion to 
exhibit brutality, knowing that no complaint 
from an inmate will receive attention from 
the Superintendent.

One of my comrades ran to the hospital for 
aid, and was roughly told by the Sergeant 
that the doctor would be there tomorrow 
morning,’ this being afternoon.

urner testifies that he was fined $5, pre- 
sumably because he worked against Robie, a 
Trustee, at a town election.

Secretary Folger said, in speaking of this 
subject, that the act of August, 1882, pro- 
vides that the Secretary of the Treasury may 
enter into a contract with the State Com- 
mission or Board to be designated by the 
Governor of the State, and put upon the body 
so chosen the task of examining into the 
condition of passengers arriving by sea.

Tun Iowa Republican Convention at Des 
Molnes yesterday was largely attended. It 
was early seen that the Prohibitionists were 
in thé aseendency in point of numbers and 
influence, and this preponderance steadily 
increased by attrition with the differ- 
ent delegations. Col. D. Henderson, 
of Dubugtie, was appointed Chairman 
of the permanent organization, and 
the convention then proceeded to business. 
The platform, which was adopted with en- 
thusiasm, was reported through Senator 
Wilson. As was generally expected, no 
small portion of the document was devoted 
to the temperance question. It decides “in 
favor of the homes of the people of the State 
‘in their contest against the saloons,” and de- 
elares that when the party pledged it- 
self to give the people an opportunity 
at a non-partisan election to vote for or 
against a prohibition amefidment it acted in 
good faith. The party accepts the results of 
that election—a majority of 20,974 being in 
favor of prohibition—as the verdict of 
the people. It recognizes the obli- 
gation which requires the enactment 
by the Legislature of such laws as will en- 
force the spirit of the amendment. The reg- 
ulation of State and inter-State commerce 
should beso adjusted as to bear equally on 
producer, carrier, and consumer. All railroad 
pooling and discrimination should be 
prohibited, and no passes should be 
given to any State official. The platform 
insists on a revenue system that will encour- 
age manufacturers and protect American 
labor. This is about the equivalent of the 
demand of the Pennsylvanians. The imabii- 
ity shown by the Democrats to revise the 
tariff! or to formulate a reform of the 
civil service when they were in power 
afew years ago is neatly contrasted with 
the action of the Republican Congress last 
session. The platform urges the creation of 
a National Department of Industry and 
Improvement of Waterways. It demands 
a revision of the criminal code, so that 
crime may be prevénted by the speedy 
and just punishment of convicted 
criminals, and asks for an amendment of 
the mining laws, so as to give more protec- 
tion to those who dig deep in the bowels of 
the earth. B. K. Sherman, the present in- 
cumbent, was nominated for Governor and 
O. H. Mann for Lieutenant-Governor. 
Judge Reed, of Council Bluffs, received the 
homination. for Chief Justice, defeating 
Judge Day on the informal bailot by a vote 
of 267 to 138. This is what the Probibitionists 
fought for the most. 


THE OHIO SCOTT TAX BILL. 

As the Scott Liquor-Tax law, which has 

just been declared constitutional by the Su- 
preme Court of Onio, is destined to exercise 
no small amount of influence on the political 
campaign in that State, and as it is the first 
time in more than thirty years that a tax has 
been imposed upon the selling ot intoxicating 
liquors there, to be levied and collected as on 
other things, a résumé of its provisions will 
be of interest just now. 
The bill enacts that upon the business of 
“trafficking in fntoxicating liquors” (the 
phrase being declared to mean the buying or 
procuring and sellmg of liquors otherwise 
than upon physicians’ prescriptions or for 
exclusively mechanical, pharmaceutical, or 
gacramental purposes) there shall be as- 
sessed yearly and paid into the County 
Treasury by every person so engaged the 
sum of $200; and for trafficking in malt or 
vinous liquors $100. These tax fines are to 
be levied the fourth Monday of Apri! in each 
year and must be paid on or before June 20 
following. It furthermore provides that any 
person who shall engage in the liquor traffic 
on premises not owned by him, without the 
consent of the owner, shall be subject to fine 
and imprisonment, 

The third section provides that every As 
sessor shall return to the County Auditor a 
statement of every place where liquor is sold, 
with the name of the person engaged in the 
sale, which has to be sighed by such person 
upon penalty of an assessment of $375, and 


| 4 any person who declares that he only sells 


malt or vinous liquors shall sell spirituous 
liquors during the year his assessment will 
be increaséd by the sum of $250. The County 
Auditor returns these assessinent lists to the 
County Treasurer, who is charged with the 
full amounts of the assessments, and is re- 
quired to collect and receipt for all assess- 
ments returned to him. Three-fourths of 
the money so collected goes to the credit of 
the police fund and general revenue fund 
and the remaining fourth to the credit of the 
poor fund of the county. The remaining 
sections of the bill authorize the Council of 
any municipal corporation in the State to 
regulate and control the sale of beer and na- 
tive wine on Sunday, forbid the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors on that day, and provide se- 
vere penalties for selling intoxicating liguors 
to minors. ~ 
The bill, as will be seen, makes a change 
from unlimited licensé to high license, 
though not high enough, the high license 
being in the shape of a tax fine, which is col- 
lected as other taxes. Though no licenses 
are issued, it is in reality a return to license 
after trying more than thirty years of pro- 
hibition and finding it a dead, flat failure. 
Under the old constitutional provision, which 
torbade the giving of licetises to saloons, 
14,000 of them have done business by simply 


} paying the whisky license to the National 


Government, but not a penny to the State. 
They will now be made to pay about $2,000,- 
000 annually towards the public expenses.

THE DECLINE IN oven. 

There was another season of shaking up 
and tossing out on Change yesterday. The 
bulls in produce were more badly demoral- 
ized than ever. Just as many ef them had 
begun to hope that the worst was over they 
found themselves in the later condition of 
Agag, who was hewed in pieces a few 
minutes after concluding that “the bitter- 
ness of death has passed.” Hog products 
shot downward withealmost lightning veloc- 
ity, and only stopped a little short of the 
lowest point reached on the panic 
of twelve days ago. The raid in pro- 
visions cafried wheat and oats down still 
further, and even corn declinedin spite of 
the most unseasonable weather for that crop. 
It was literally a day of heaviness. 

The immediate causes of the further weak- 
ness were understood to be unfounded ru- 
morsabout the standing of some parties in 
the provision trade, and news to the effect 
that wheat from British India is being of- 
fered in Marseilles at a price 10@12 cents be- 
low the current cost of shipment from Chi- 
cago. The real cause is to be found in the 
artificial attitude at which prices were main- 
tained — for several weeks preceding the 
collapse of June 16. As a result of that in- 
flation Chicago warehouses were loaded with 
about 150,000 tierces of lard, over 6,000,000 
bushels of wheat, and large quantities of 
other produce, which consumers did not 
want at the prices. At last the strain grew 
too great to de borne, and the bar 
riers gave way. The general idea after 
the break was that prices had 
reached a safe level, and that after the elear- 
ing away of the wrecks the currentof busi- 
ness would soon settle back into its natural 
channel. The reduction did lead to a transfer 
eastward of nearly one-third the stock of lard 
and some other hog product, but the wheat 
stock was practically untouched, and the re- 
cent weather has been very favorable to a 
harvest now in progress. Itis also ascer- 
tained that the losses were much greater 
than at first reported, and that they reach 
deeply into many pockets which it was 
thought would escape whole. And so there 
is another season of weakness, which may 
be compared to the drug-fever that keeps 
many a patient low for weeks after the orig- 
inal disease has succumbed to the pilis and 
powders of the apothecary. 

The greatest danger now to be appre- 
hended is, that the loss of confidence engen- 
dered by the collapse will carry many 
people so far in the other direction that they 
will have cause to repent the second move- 
ment as much as the first.

Europe is too 
well supplied with hogs of her own to want 
much of our hog meat or lard at extravagant 
figures, and the Old World has a cereal 
promise large enough to make it 
equally independent of very high-priced 
cereals on this side of the Atlantic. 
But it may be well for the despondent ones 
to remember that farm produce has always 
hitherto been pretty good property to hold, 
except in seasons of artificial inflation, and

tify the expectation that prices are going to 
drop to the low level of some former years. 
The people who think to make money now 
by selling short may find equal cause for re-

THE BEIRNE-ELAM TOOMFOOLERY. 

Without wishing to specially interfere in 
the private affairs of Messrs. Beirne and 
Elam, or to conduct ourselves in such man- 
ner as to render ourselves liable to be called 
out by either of these gentlemen, their sec- 
onds, or their friends, we may nevertheless 
be allowed to suggest that they are rapidly 
becoming public nuisances and are occupying 
too much space in the public journals. It is 
high time either that they become reconciled 
to each other or kill each other, and that the 
public be given a rest from the infliction they 
have caused by their frantic efforts to get at 
each other or away from each other —it isa 
little doubtful which. 

The arrangements for this duel were made 
in such a satisfactory and practical manner 
that the public had every reason to suppose 
it would have been over long ago and that 
both men would have been riddled with 
bullets before this time.

SECRETARY CHANDLER has issued a per- 
emptory order that the navy-yards at Pen- 
sacola, League Island, New London, and 
Washington be closed at once, in accordance 
with the act of Congfess providing for the 
suspension of work at those yards where 
it can be dispensed with.“ He has also or- 
dered the ciosing of all but the sailmakers’ 
department of the Boston yard, and directed 
that only repairs shall be made for a time at 
Portsmouth. He also orders that all un- 
necessary employés in the yards maintained 
shall be immediately discharged, and that all 
unnecessary expenditures be cut off. These 
orders have come none too soon. The nayy- 
yards have been most extravagantly 
ducted. There has been nothing liké an 
equivalent for the large expenditures. 
The total annual cost of maiftaining the 
navy-yards is about $3,000,000, while 
the work done last year was the repairing of : 
six old tubs—the Omaha, Shenandoah, Tren- 
ton, Ossiepe, Mohican, and Alert—which are 
hardly worth the cost of repairs. Of course, 
as in all such cases, the employés and officials 
at the various yards are protesting against 
the order. They complain of the individual 
hardships to them, and have found some 
sympathizers among the Congressmen. The 
Secretary of the Navy, however, seems de- 
termined to do his duty, and some of the ex- 
travagances will be cut off. The complain- 
ing employés should remember that the Gov- 
ernment is not maintained for their special 
behoof, nor are departments created in order 
to render them incapable of working for 
other employers than the public.

take than to suppose that their boyish plan 
of attempting to nullify the law just passed 
compelling them to keep transfer books in 
this State will make anything odious but 
themselves.

For these 
corporations to set about deliberately te 
make the law the pretext for increasing the 
inconveniences the law was meant to lessen 
would be a piece of spite-work that would 
inevitably recoil on themselves. The public 
are not without abundant means of protect- 
ing themselves against such a spirit of ugli- 
ness on the part of the roads. We do not 
think it would show much business sagacity 
for the roads to set the example of such an 
irrational temper. 

As soon as Mayor Harrison has con- 
quered the State Government and nullified 
its efforts te regulate the liquor traffic and 
provide the city with a little extra revenue 
for cleaning the streets he should turn his 
attention to the National Administration. 
The Washington Cabinet, taking advantage 
of his preoccupation with the high-license 
question, has instructed the Collector of 
New York to codperate with the Emigrati®n 
Commissioners to prevent the landing of any 
more foreign paupersin this country. The 
Federal Government has done this well 
knowing that the majority of the incoming 
immigrants were Democrats, and that many 
of them were destined for Chicago. Once 
here they would have gravitated into the 
cheap slums which Mayor Harrison is doing 
his best to keep alive. There they would 
have received in afew easy lessons all the 
necessary instruction to enable them to vote 
early and often for Harrison and to live be- 
tween elections by sitting on our juries and 
doing other such work as the American is 
too good to do for himself.

‘Catholic circles to the appointment of a suc- 


cessor to Archbishop Wood, of Philadelphia, 
who died last week. Since the appointment 
of the Rey. Dr. MeMullen as Bishop of 
Davenport no Irish-American has been ap- 
pointed to a Bishopric. A German priest 
was appointed Bishop of Grand Rapids, and 
another German Bishop of Nashville. The

Mr. O’DoNNELL’s reasons for his retire- 
ment from the Irish Home-Rule party are by 
bo means those which he gives in his letter 
to the Freeman’s Journal, as stated in the 
cablegram. He has never beenin thorough 
accord with the Parnellites, who are radical 
Liberals, while he is a Roman Catholie Tory. 
His objection to the abolition ef the English- 
Irish Viceroyalty and the substitution there- 
for of an Irish Secrétaryship of State, the 
incumbent of whieh should be an Irishman, 
is utterly absurd or purely Hibernian, and 
his only argument in favor of keeping up 
the Viceroyalty is, thatit is a recognition of 
Ireland as a separate nation—a separate 
province most persons would think. The 
real reason for O’Donnell’s resignation is 
that he is connected editofially with one of 
the London Tory journals, the Morning Post, 
and his connection with the Parnelilite party 
stands in the wayof his promotion. Mr. 
O'Donnell is an able man, but somewhat 
erratic, and not greatly governed by princi- 
ple. The Parnellites will doubtless be glad 
to get rid of him.

SeEcRETARY Tevuer, of the Interior De- 
partment, was one of the distinguished ar- 
rivals yesterday, and was the objective point 
of the searcher after State secrets.

The Old Capital of illinois Abandoned 

The venerable City of Kaskaskia, once the 
Capital of Illinoié, is mostly under water, owing 
to the present flood in the Mississippi, and is to 
be at iéast temporarily abandoned, the inhabit- 
auts having seat to Chester for a steamboat to 
take them away. Kaskaskia’s giory bas long 
since departed. The oid State Capital is Bow a 
mere relic—a reminiscence of former greatness. 
From a city of 7,000 inhabitants and the seat of 
Government, as well as the home of fashion in 
the W to whidh the people of St. Louis onse 
came to do their shopping, it has dwindled down 
to a picturesque ruin, the home of less than 500 
— The curious-looking two-story brick 

uilding in which the first Territorial Legisia- 
ture of Ilifmois held its session; the little one- 
story frame “hotel” where Lafayette was 
welcomed and fGted; the new Catholic chur cb, 
erécted on the ruins of the oid pile, with its se- 
verely plain but full, rich-toned organ made by 
one of the priests; the old buryina-ground imme- 
diately adjoining, its surface thickly studded 
with venerable, weatherbeaten, and crumbling 
tombstones—a prey to the tooth of time and 
rasure of oblivion”; the remains of the con- 
vent, further north, from whose upper stories 
the Sisters of Charity escaped during the bigh 
water of 1844; the residence of Senator Kane on 
the high Biuff across the Kaskaskia, where Gov. 
Bissell wooed and won his wife; old Fort Gage, 
further south, on the crést of the biuf ard pow 
little more than a huge, broken mound of earth- 
work; the old Menard mansioa, veariy in front 
of it, but closer to the river bank, rich in its 
jealousiy-guarded stores of art—these and other 

historic and tast- 
pointed out to 
visitor as objects once 
of pubiic interest, but important now only 
through the associations which cluster afound 
them. Kaskaskia is doomed. The Father of 
Waters has encroached upon the town for years, 
and it is gradually but surely disappearing. 
Originally a peninsula, occupy ing a narrow strip 
between the Mississippi and the Kaskaskia, 
which joined each other seven miles beiow, 
Kaskaskia is now an island, the Mississippi, hav- 
ing broken its narrow barrier of lana on the 
north two years ago, swept across it, and joined 
its muddy tributary at that point. The wearing 
force of the Mississippi has swept away thou- 
sands of fertile acres withinatew years. The 
rapid detridoa is plainly visible from the pass- 
ing steamboats, and it is merely a question of 
time when the entire island shall be obiit- 
erated. The result may not be immediate, 
but it is ultimately inevitable, The Gen- 
eral Goveriiment has sought in vain to 
protect the banks by riprapping, but the waters 
rush in between and behind the stone and the 
work of teartne down goes on faster than the 
Work of building uv. The temporary removal, 
enforced by the present flood, is only a prepara- 
tion for final abandoumént. The inhabitants 
expect n and have been expecting it fer some 
time. At the recent session of the Liltucis Gen-

DR. Spor TISWOO PDE. 
HIS DEATH YeSTERDAY. 

Loxpox, June 27.—William Spottiswoode, 
LI. D., F. R S., is dead. 

| His serious illness for several months past has 
been occasionally alluded to in the dispatches 
of the day. Re was born in London. Jan 11, 182%, 
and educated first at Dr. Buckiand’s school at 
Laleham, and afterwards at Eton and at Har- 
row, under Dr. Wordsworth, where he gained 
the Lyons scholarship, entered Baiol College, 
Oxford, in 1842, graduated B.A. as a first-class in 
mathematics at the end of 1845, and gained Uni- 
versity mathematical scholarships in 1846 and in 
1847. On quitting Oxford, cireumstances al tored 
his prospects ia life, and rendered it necessary 
that de shouidttake the management of the busi- 
ness of the Queen's printer. He made mathe- 
matics, philosophy, and languages, both Orien- 
tal and European, bis chief subjects of study, 
and took an active interest in educational 
matters, as well as in all questions 
affecting the social state and improvement of 
the working classes. He was a Fellowof the 
Astronomical, Royal, Geographical, Asiatic, and 
Ethnoiogical Societies, and of the Society of 
Arts; and contributed papers to the Philosophi- 
cal Transactions, the Transactions of the As- 
tronomical Society, and to scientific periodicals, 
English and foreign. He published “ Medita- 
tiones Analytica (mathematical), and a volume 
of“ Travels in Russia.” He was Public Ex- 
aminer in Mathematics at Oxford in 1857-8, and 
acted as an Examiner under the Civil-Service 
Commission (first year of operation); for the 
Society of Arts and for the Middle-Class Schools. 
He was appointed Treasurer of the Koyal So- 


ciety in 187L The ‘honorary degree of LL.D. 
Was upon him by the University of 
Edinburg, Aug. 1, 1871. He was elected Cor- 
responding Member of the Academy of Sciences 
of Paris in 1876, and President of the British As- 
sociation at the Dublin meeting in August, 1878, 
when the University of Dublin coaferred on him 
the honorary degree of LL.D.

A NEW CABLE. 
ARRANGEMENTS COMPLETED. 

New York, June %.—[Special.]—Ald. 
Hadley, of London, after several weeks of 
negotiation in this country, has at length 
completed what. he regards as most satis- 
factory arrangements for the laying and 
operation of a new cable line between En- 
gland and America. The name of the new 
company is the American, British & Conti- 
nentai Cable Company, otherwise known as 
the A BC Cable Company. Its capital stork is 
£1,500,000, divided into 150,000 shares at 
£10 each, This has all been subscribed 
by English capitalists, who include some 
of the best known and strongest financial 
men of Europe. The main office of the com- 
pany will be London. The objects of the 
association are to establish communication 
between Sabie island and Belle Isle, and any 
other points that may be selected on the 
shores of the Dominion of Canada, and such 
points as may be chosen on the shores of 
Great Britain and the European Continent 
or elsewhere, and also bétween any points 
on the Pacific coast of the Dominion of 
Canada and Japan, China, Australia, and 
India. Although this colossal scheme con- 
templates girdiing the earth, for the 
present, at least, operations will be confined 
to cable-iaying between England and Amer- 
ica. The extensive powers conferred on the 
company are derived from a special act of 
Parliament, which, in addition to granting 
authority to land cables atany point on the 
shores of the Canadian Douinion, gives the 
right to connect the same with the lines of

cured. 

The cables are now being manufactured at 
Henley’s Works, Louden. The work of 
laying them will begin in September next or 
the month following, and the company pre- 
dicts that it will be completed during the 
coming year. By anew process of mapu- 
facture, of which the 1 is the pro- 
prietor of the patent, cost of the 
cable over the southern route is estimated at 
not over £650,000, including brokerage and 
every other expense. The average cost of 
Atlantic cables has been about 41, 600,000. 
The patent which enables the company to 
prepare so much cheaper acable includes 
certain improvements by which copper wire 
ot greater conductive power can be manu- 
factured, and a more permanent insulation 
secured. Landing righis have been secured 
by e company in France, Igium 
and Holland. In the articles o 
agreement which Ald. Hadley has 
drawn up between the cable company and 
the American 28 Company, with 
which connection is to be made, it is stipu- 
lated that no pooling of earnings or combina- 
tion with other cable companies shall take 


place. 

Aid. Hadley, who is acting in behalf of the 
company, is at present the senior Aiderman 
of the juniors in the London Common Coun- 
cil, and by virtue of that faet is in direct line 
of promotion to the Lord Mayoralty of Lon- 
don Town. In fact, his eleétion to this of- 
fice will oecur in September, and he will be 
sworn in as Lord Mayor on the Sth of the 
following November.

A DESPERATE FIGHT. 


Details of the Recent Battle with Cow- 
boys in Martin County, Dakota. 

MANDAN, Dak., June 27.~—[Special.}—The 
train with the Marquis Demores, Deputy- 
Sheriff Harmon, of Martin County, and his 
prisoners, Frank O’Donnell and Wanne- 
gan, arrived in Mandan this even- 
ing. The name of the man who was 
killed in yesterday’s melee was Lufrey. 
The Marquis Demores established a series 
of sheep and cattle ranches in the Bad 
Lands. He has 14,000 sheep there, has 
founded a township, started the Northern 
Pacific Refrigerator-Car Compafty, and has 
unlimited capital at his command. A num- 
ber of roughs and cowboys are aggrieved at 
what he is doing to civilize the country, and 
they attacked him. 

The following is the result of an interview 
with the Marquis tonight. “ Last Saturday 
Mr. Paddock, who isin my employ, came to 
my house and told me that my life was in 
danger. Frank O'Donnell bad threatened 
to kill me on sight. He also told 
Aleck Moor, my head teamster, that he 
would kill me. 1 
should do, and he told me to look out and 
have the first shot. Sunday I came to Man- 
dan and saw Justice Bateman, who in reply 
to question as te what I should 
do said that 1 should shoot. I returned 
Monday night and met O'Donnell and Lu- 
— 
toward 
me, and at one time 1 5 
with my rifle. but would not shoot while 
Paddock and I were together.

Tuesday Frank Miller and I were 
together when we were attacked by the 
three men, O'Donnell, Lafrey, and Wanne- 
gan. I kneeled behind a tree and loaded my 
rifle. They retreated. When the train came 
in with Sheriff Hosmer, Howard Eaton 
went to meet it. Before the posse 
eould near us Miller and I were attacked by 
the three men named. They cameatus with 
cocked rifles and opened fire on us. e 
answered. The detalls 1 cannot relate. 
The whole thing was over in five 
minutes. Lufrey’s horse was shot under 
him, and it was really a sicht to see him fight. 
He was very nervy. He lay behind his horse, 
with his black hair flowing in the wind. He 
did his best, but he was soon killed, 
No one knows who fired the shot 
that killed him. His two companions 

n threw down their guns and surrendered 

Paddock. Then the Sheriff came and 
took them. In an interview tonight Frank 
O’ Donnell, the wounded man, said that the 
firing began by the Marquis. The prisoners 
were brought before Justice Bateman at 10 
o’clock tonight and the hearing was ad- 
journed.

The New Niagara Bridge—A Novel 
Principle in Its Construction. 

The Michigan Central Railway bridge over 
Niagora River, says the Toronto Globe, is to be 
built at a point about 300 feet above the present 
suspension bridge. The contractors have em 
gaged, under a very heavy penalty, to complete 
the whole work by the Ist of. December next, 
about eight months from the of time beginning 
operations. The time occupied in building the 
suspension bridge was three years. A compari- 
son will give an idea of the vast progress made 
in recent yearsin the art of bridge building. 
The new structure will embody a new principle 
never before illustrated by any large work actu- 
ally finished. Two similar bridges, however, 
are vow  Obeing coostructed—one the 
new Tay bridge over the Firth of Forth, 
Sco „ and the second for the Cana- 
dian Pacific Raiiway over Fraser 
River, British Columbia. Bridges built after 
the new design are known as cantilever bridges. 
Each end is made up a section extending from 
the shore nearly haif-way over the chasm. Each 
section is supported about its centre by a strong 
tower. The outer arm baving no support, and 
being subject like the other to the weight of 
trains, a counter advantage is given by the shore 
arm being anchored or weigbted. 

This style of bridge has been adopted so as to 
avoid the very great expense involved in the 
construction of a suspension bridge. The tow- 
ers on either side will rise from the waters 
edge. Between them will be a clear span of 500 
feet over tne river, the longest doubie-track 
truss span in the world. The shore arm of eacd

COTTON-SEED CRUSHERS 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE NATIONAL ASSOCIA- 

TION YESTERDAY—THEY GO BACK ON sr. 

LOUIS. 

The Cotton-Seed Crushers’ National Associa- 
tion reconvened at 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. They resolved then to meet next year in 
St. Louis in the month of May. They fixed the 
assessments, etc., for paying expenses of the or- 
ganization, and transacted the necessary rou- 
tine business. Messrs. Heller, of New York, 
Churchill, of Louisville, and Gildermeister, of 
New York, addressed the association on oil and 
oil-cake. 

The Committee on Codperative Insurance 
of Millis, appointed last year, made a report, in 
which they stated that out of seventy-five cir- 
culars sent to manufacturers but thirty-six 
were responded to, and to the most important 
questions they replied that rates of insurance 
had been increased instead of being decreased, 
and the exorbitant rate caused them to insure 
themselves largely, and that the losses sustained 
by the insurance companies were small in pro- 
portion to the premiums paid. The thirty-six 
mills reported that they paid an average rate of 
4% per cent, and a total premium of $95,000 per 
year, or $285,000 in three years, while the losses 
in three years were but $153,000, and 
allowing for the cost of management $25,500, the 
companies made a profit ot $103,500, which 
showed that they paid BW per cent more pre- 
mium thao their insurance actually cost. The 
committee recommended some system of 
self-insurance be adopted, the m eeting to decide 
bow it should be organized. peveral members 
suggested the organization of an insurance com-

MORRIS LILIENTHADL. 


THE VALUE OF PLUNDER SECURED BY THE 
YOUNG MAN ESTIMATED AT $5,000, 

It was intimated in yesterday's Tripuns that 
the developments in the wholesale thieving of 
Morris Lilienthal would be of an interesting 
character, and they were.

The dozen pairs of boots sold to 
Whitchurch Monday belonged to Shay & Co., 
and were worth about $60 at Wholesale. Whit- 
church paid bim 612 for them. It also tran- 
spired during the investigations of the officers 
that Lilientha) had stolen from Koseuthal Bros., 
of No. 188 Monroe street, while in their employ, 
over a year ago. It begins to look as if the total 
value of the goods stolen by him at various 
times would foot = nearly $5,000. 

In connection with this case the Officers have 
determined to open up a vigorous prosecution 
of the second-hand dealer Whitchurch, who has 
been guilty of violating the municipal ordin- 
ance to regulate the actions of pawnbrokers, 
and was evidently well aware that the goods he 
was purchasing were stolen.

THEY FIND IT IMPOSSIBLE TO SETTLE THEIR 
DIFFERENCES. 

A special committee of the Distillers’ Western 
Export Association met at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel yesterday for the purposeof arranging 
for the formation of a new pool.

& proportionate reduction in spirits, and the 
spirit distillers consequently felt much ag- 
grieved. The present pool expires Sept. 1, and 
the formation of a new pool on a mutually ad- 
vantageous basis is the one question of import- 
ance to the distillers of the United States.

THE PRINTERS’ ‘STRIKE AT SPRINGFIELD, 
SPRINGFIELD, III., June 26.—[Correspondence 
of the Chicago Journal.]—Newspaper circles at 
the Capital are kept in an interesting condition 
at present by the luxtry of a compositors’ 
strike, which bewan at the IUinois State Journal 
office. The Journal proprietors printed in their 
newspaper sonie matter that was set up by their 
union employésin the job department, who 
work in the day-time. They were paid union 
rates for the composition. Pay-day the em- 
ployés of the news-room, also union meu, who 
work at night, demanded that they also be paid 
for doing the same work, at the same time ad- 
mitting that they had not done the work. Nat- 
urally, the proprietors refused to pay the ex- 
pense of composition a second time to men who 
had not done it. The compositors withdrew ina 
body and refused to allow usion men 
to work in the newsrooms. The resuit they ex- 
ted did not happen, for their places were 
filled with competent men not connected with 
the union (rats), and the paper did not miss u 
issuc. To clinch the matter, the Journal people, 
who gare backed up by State and Federal 
patrouage, discharged the union meu in their 
job department and became independent of 
union control. The State Printer followed 
closely alone the track of, his bitter enemy, and 
cut down the wages of his union compositors 
without previous notice. His men forced wages 
up when he was in a great rush to get out heavy 
State contracts, and was powerless todefy them, 
but as soon as bis contracts were safely out of 
the way he turned the tables on them, when 
they could not bold out and he was independ- 
ent, and reduced them nolens yolens. The State 
Register, the next oilice with a large force, has 
heretofore gone through the same mill, and 
there is great fear it will join Rokker and the 
Journal in an effort to down the union. All these 
circumstances combined have made the 
Journal printers desperate. They have 
been out some time now and bave no prospect 
of getting back.

A Senseless Sensation.
